‘Act of 
terror’

NEW YORK - A man in a rented 
pickup truck mowed down pedestri- 
ans and cyclists along a busy bike 
path near the World Trade Center 
memorial Tuesday, killing at least 
eight and seriously injuring Uin what 
the mayor called “a particularly cow- 
ardly act of terror.” 

The driver was shot in the abdo- 
men by police after jumping out of 
the truck with what turned out to bea 
fake gun in each hand and shouting 
what witnesses said was “Allahu Ak- 
bar!” Arabic for “God is great,” au- 
thorities said. He underwent surgery 
and was expected to survive. 

Officials who were not authorized 
to discuss the investigation and 
spoke on condition of anonymity 
identified the attacker as 29-year-old 
Sayfullo Saipov and said he is from 
Uzbekistan and came to the U.S. in 
2010. 

He has a Florida driver’s license 
but may have been staying in New 
Jersey, they said. 

The driver barreled along the bike 
path in a rented Home Depot truck

Teen prison put on lockdown

MADISON - Wisconsin’s troubled 
Northwoods juvenile prison was put 
on lockdown Tuesday so a top-to- 
bottom search could be conducted 
using workers from adult institu- 
tions. 

The lockdown came about a week 
after a pair of incidents sent five pris- 
on workers to the hospital and staff 
began to say they feared a riot could 
erupt at Lincoln Hills School for Boys 
and Copper Lake School for Girls. 

Department of Corrections 


spokesman Tristan Cook said there 
were no signs of anyone planning a 
riot. The search is meant to turn up 
any weapons or other contraband, he 
said. 

“This is a very comprehensive 
search,” Cook said. “This is some- 
thing that we think really helps to re- 
assure staff.” 

Staff from adult prisons and the 
department’s incident management 
team are assisting with the search, 
according to Cook. Also involved are 
workers who are being trained to 
work at Lincoln Hills and adult facil-
